The memorial statue of Father W il­ 
liam Corby on Hancock avenue we* 
dedirated this tfternoou 
with cere 
monies simple hut impressive 
Standing on tho very 
rock from 
which the beloved priest pronounced 
alwnlution to both Catholic and Pro 
testant Iiefoie one of the most critical 
charges in the entire Civil War. the 
handsome bronze statue was the point 
of interest for many hundred survi 
vers and friends of the Irish brigade, 
while in the assemiilage were many 
distinguished Catholic 
priests 
and 
officials. 
No parade marked the opening of 
the dedication, the ringing of the hell 
from the St. Francis Xavier's church 
alone announcing the approach of the 
hour for the unveiling. Walter George 
Smith. Esq., of Philadelphia, presid­ 
ed at the ceremonies and the principal 
address was made by Rev. Charles 
VV. Lyon*. S. 
J., 
President of St. 
Joseph’s College, Philadelphia 
The 
monument was turned over to the Na 
tional Park Comrnision by 
Henry A 
N. Daily, president of the Catholic 
Alumni Sodality, of Philadephia. Miss 
Hernadett Daily, his daughter, pull*<1 
the cords which loosed the flag veiling 
tike hansdom** bronze statue. 
There was no attempt at ostentation 
or display.hu, rs the folds of the S tirs 
and Stripes dropped and revealed the 
figure of the revered fatLer standing 
in the attitude of pronouncing the 
absolution the entire audience stood , 
for a moment in silence in 
token of ! 
their regard esteem and respect for the 
man whose memory was so fittingly 
honored today 
AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE 
General Mulholland. in 
this His 
lory of the 116th Pennsylvania Volun­ 
teers, descrilied the act of Rev. Father 
Corby as follows: 
“ Now, (as the Third Corps is l>eing 
pressed back) help is called for, and 
Hancock tells Caldwell 
to have his 
men ready. 
’Fall in !’ 
And the men 
run to their places. 
Take arms!* 
And the four brigade* of Zook. Cross. 
Brook and Kelly are ready for the fray. 
There are yet a few moments to spare 
nefore starting and the tim e is occu 
pied by one of the most impressive re 
Itgious ceremonies I have ever 
w it­ 
nessed. • The Irish Brigade which had 
lieen commanded formerly by Genet al 
Thomas Francis Meagher, and whose 
green flag had linen unfurled in ever* 
I tattle in which the Army of the 
Po 
toinac had been engaged, from the first 
Bull Run to Appomattox, and was now 
commanded by Colonel Patrick Kelly. 
of the Eighty eighth New York. formed 
a part of the division. 
Tire brigade stood in columns of re­ 
giments, closed in mass. As a large 
majority of its memlrers were Catho­ 
lics, the chaplain of the brigade, Rev. 
William Corby, proposed to , give a 
general absolution to ell the men be 
fore going into the fight.

armies of Catholic countries in Europe,

Addressing the 
men be explained what he was a I Hint 
to do, raying that each one could re 
ceive the tienefit of tho absolution by 
making a sincere act of contrition and 
firmly resolving to embrace the first 
opportunity of confessing his sins, urg­ 
ing them to do their duty,and remind­ 
ing them of the high and sacred nature 
of their trust as soldiers and the noble 
object for which they’ fought.

brigade was standing at order arms ' 
As 
he citied his address, every titan, 
Catholic and nom Catholic, fell on his 
knees with his head 
lowed down. 
Then, 
stretching his right

toward the brigade Father Corby pro 
nouuccd the words of absolution. ’’ * 


Fa thor Corby in his “ Memoii* of 
Chaplain Life,” says: 
“ In performing this ceremony I fac­ 
ed the army. 
My eye covered

sands of officers ami 
men. 
I noticed 
that all, Catholics and non-Catholics, 
officers and private soldiers, showed a 
profound respect, wishing at this fatal 
crisis to receive every benefit of divine 
grace that could he imparted through 
the 
instrumentality of the Church 
ministry. 
Even Major General Han­ 
cock removed his hat and, so far as 
compatible with the situation, bowed 
in reverential devotion. That general 


absolution was intended for all 
in 
quantum possum—-not only for our bii- 
gads, hut for all, North or South, who 
were susceptible of it and who were 
about to appear before their Judge.”
